It is not necessary for an ex-serv­ 
ice man to send his discharge certifi­ 
cate to W ashington, the report states, 
un Ie Ai the silver Victory Medal ie 
desired. 
The silver medal is given only on 
.evidence of wounds as shown on the 
discharge certificate. 
All other med­ 
als are of bronze, and a certified copy 
of the discharge is sufficient to procure 
one of them. 
The Victory 
Medal was designed 
to r wear in 
the 
lapel 
of civilian 
clothes. 
It consists of a five-pointed 
sta r on a w reath, and is an a ttra c ­ 
tive design.

Following reports that residents of 
G ettysburg were prinking lawns and 
gardens under cover of darkness anil 
without .special penults, William D. 
Gilbert, superintendent of the G ettys­ 
burg W ater Company, today issued a 
w arning against continuance of such 
practices. 
A t tho same time he also 
warned against the use of w ater by 
regular consumers for washing auto­ 
mobiles. 
In issuing the warning Mr. Gilbert 
said reports had been received by him 
that residents of G ettysburg during 
the present dry weather were sprin­ 
kling lawns and gardens at night when 
there was the least danger of detec­ 
tion. 
In 
some 
instances, he 
said, 
lawns and gardens were soaked with 
w ater from midnight to dawn. 
While Marsh Creek and the W ater 
Company’s reservoir are well-tilled at 
present and there is little danger of 
a w ater famine in G ettysburg, the 
use of w ater to sprinkle lawns and 
gardens without special perm its and 
by persons whose supply is not me­ 
tered is ag ainst the rules of the com­ 
pany, Superintendent Gilbert stated, 
and prosecution of the offenders can 
be expected if the practice is con­ 
tinued. 
Mr. Gilbert indicated that some of 
the persons who are infringing upon 
the regulations of the 
W ater Com­ 
pany are not even paying for sprin­ 
kling service. 
W ashing of automobiles by persons 
not having special permits for this 
kind of service or whose w ater is not 
metered is aLso against the rules of

force the penal provisions of the Mo­ 
tor Vehicle Laws a s he deems neces­ 
sary.

Inspect brakes— on the interest of

safety.

Inspect 
lights—for the

Lodges of Gettysburg and Cham bers­ 
burg Unite at Caledonia. 


Although the fruit crop in Pennsyl­ 
vania on July I was from 15 to 25 
per cent below' what the fruit grow­ 
ers consider a normal condition for 
this season of the year, it is expected 
thqt the crop to be harvested will be 
slightly larger than last year’s produc­ 
tion. 
Due to a heavy June drop, apple 
prospects were rated as only 72 per 
cent normal by the Bureau of S ta ­ 
tistics of the Pennsylvania Departm ent 
ct Agriculture, basing its estim ate on 
the combined reports of TOD crop cor­ 
respondents. 
The total agricultural crop of apples 
indicated is 11,797,000 bushels, com­ 
pared with the production last year of 
10,837,940 bushels, and 
a 
four-year 
average of 8,642,600 bushels. 
From 
30 to 35 per cent of the total apple 
crop of the entire state is usually con­ 
sidered to be a fair estim ate of the 
commercial apple production. 
The outlook for {leaches is estimated 
at 83 per cent normal, indicative of a 
yield of 1,715,645 bushels, compared 
with 1,299,670 bushels last year and 
1,013,350 bushels, the four-year aver­ 
age. 
The condition of nears is 71 
jki 
cent normal, forecasting a total crop 
of 608,650 bushels. The crop last year 
was estimated as 604,600 bushels and 
the average for four years as 457,575 
bushels. 
The estimated commercial produc­ 
tion of apples in Pennsylvania, ac­ 
cording to the U. S. D epartment of 
A griculture, is 1,264,000 barrels, 48,- 
000 mort* than last year. 
A sum m ary of all the leading apple 
producing states discloses some inter­ 
esting developments. 
The important 
eastern apple states show an increase 
in 
their commercial 
production 
of 
about 850,000 barrels, from 9,400,000

Manufacture of cider and other non­ 
intoxicating fruit juices is authorized 
without the formality of applying for 
a permit under regulations issued Fri­ 
day by Commissioner Blair of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Bureau, in W ashing­ 
ton. but persons who make them m ust 
add preservatives to 
prevent 
“ fur­ 
ther alcoholic ferm entation." 
Fruit 
, juices may not be lawfully used after 
becoming intoxicating. 
Under a ruling superseded by the 
new regulation m anufacturers of fruit 
juices have not been held responsible 
for any natural reaction of the liquid. 
The new regulation defines “ pre­ 
served sweet cider” as that in which 
alcoholic fermentation has been pre­ 
vented by the addition “ immediately 
upon pressing” of benzoate of soda in 
the proportion of not less than 4 to 
4(4 ounces to each barrel of 50 g a l­ 
lons or by immediate sterilization. 
The use of “dried fruits, dandelions, 
rhubarb, etc.” for the production of 
the gruit juices, covered in t bt* regu­ 
lations is specifically prohibited. 
W arning is given that any persons 
selling unpreserved sweet cider even 
though it is not existing at the time 
of sale to be consumed after an il­ 
legal alcoholic content has developed 
i 
guilty of violating that section of 
the prohibition law which deals with 
the eale of alcoholic beverages.

It is estim ated by the president of 
tile G etty sb u rg council th a t to build a 
plant here like C h a m b e rsb u rg ^ would 
co.-t in the neighborhood of $100,000 
today. 
We ought to have a plant 
at least h alf the size of Cham bera- 
b u rg ’s in order to he prepared fo r an 
anticipated grow th of our own town. 
The urgent 
need of an adequate 
sewage disposal plant for G etty sb u rg 
is not disputed, except possibly by a 
com paratively few 
persons, who are 
elfishly inclined and who place the 
value of a dollar above tile peace of 
mind and com fort and health of the 
entire com m unity. 
The costs, we subm it, should be of 
secondary consideration to health and 
com fort, in solving G etty sb u rg ’s sew ­ 
age problem.
